The Attitude Attention 


EACHING knowledge “pouring-in” pro- 
The mind knows only its own activity. 

what the pupil does, not what the teacher 
says, that determines the success the teaching pro- 
cess. teacher teaches knowledge, only when she oc- 
casions the proper knowing activity; that is, when she 
puts her pupils mentally tiptoe for the lesson 
art that has recipe. This mental alertness, the psy- 
chologist calls the “attitude attention.” And 
this serviceable, indispensable, attainable quality 
mind which the first result the geography teacher 
expects the outcome vital interest things 
geographic. 

Attention not only means the ability focus the 
mind certain point, excluding all foreign ideas, 
but also the ability reach out and grasp everything 
that can contribute the point question. Conse- 
quently, “it one the most fundamental attributes 
the mind,” Angell declares, “and one which must 
condition every stage mental development and edu- 
Yet, lack concentration one the most 
glaring faults our modern classrooms. the sub- 
ject lamentation many teacher. recent case 
study 2,468 school children Missouri made 
Dr. Germane and 603 teachers, the “uninterested 
child” was found the second greatest moral prob- 
lem the Missouri teacher from the kindergarten 
through the ninth grade, and the senior high school 
the “uninterested pupil” was branded the greatest 

one can claim have achieved “any material 
mastery over himself who cannot will control his 
attention even amid distractions.”* Without concen- 
tration there can study real thinking. Can 
children taught concentrate? teacher doubts 
and every subject the school curriculum its 
varied appeals for habit formation, training the 
will, and motor activities has its place the teacher’s 
efforts train attention. Because its deep interest 
socialized human needs, possible that geography 
with its many-sided interests may rank one the 
foremost factors encouraging and strengthening this, 
the fundamental attitude.

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II. Developing Attitude Attention 


Attention, the most fundamental the higher men- 
tal functions, defined consciousness occupied with 
deed any physical body. But the habit 
attention, concentration, with which the geography 
teacher concerned. This attitude concentration 
the child acquires giving his geography tasks 
situations voluntary attention, with some degree 
effort first, but later with greater ease the mastery 
the tasks being accomplished. This effort requires 
self-control and will power, and ability struggle 
against following the line least resistance. 

The teacher gradually trains the child secure this 
power obtaining his involuntary attention. This 
attention the child will give whatever interests him. 
Teacher’s visit Yellowstone, the building canal 
system the sand pan, the adventures the Antarc- 
tic fliers are immediate interests that bring ready 
response. give this kind attention, the child 
yields himself the agreeable; give voluntary 
attention must nerve himself the disagreeable. 
The child that acquires this attitude voluntary 
attention the geography class and with continual 
effort develops the habit attention has made 
acquisition for life that will invaluable. “Attention,” 
says Burnham, “is form mental intelligence par 

All teachers want the attention their pupils. How 
does teacher get attention, and how does she keep 
when she once has it? First all, inquiry into 
the hindrances attention may aid answer these 
questions. Poor physical conditions, poor mental con- 
ditions, and poor school practices are three general 
classes hindrances which will include long list 
familiar every teacher. 

The first, poor physical conditions, includes poor 
health, distractions all kinds, poor ventilation, and 
uncomfortable seats and desks. 

Indolence, weakness will, fear, and, above all, un- 
interesting work, are some the mental conditions 
that inhibit attention. 

Wasting time, censuring pupil the presence 
the class; and requiring rigid “thinking statues,” are 
few the school practices which have excuse for 
being. 

The greatest factor the foregoing list hindrances

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and one entirely dependent the teacher “work 
that does not invite attention.” Any educator guilty 
this lack sense duty mentally killing her 
class. The teacher geography working with con- 
tent that potentially charged with human interest 
for every child. only remains for her imbue her 
pupils with it. geography teacher, how- 
ever, can reduce material mechanical rigidity 
faster than any other content the curriculum 
demanding the endless memorization dead facts. 

Furthermore, the geography teacher must good 
thinker herself, and above all, good questioner. Hold- 
ing the pupils down the logical thinking out prob- 
lems packed with practical thought, helps develop 
the power concentration. 

teach boys and girls think the teacher’s 
job. Did you ever stop calculate how much solid 
thinking your pupils during their geography class?

How can this 
done? The psychologist answers: Arouse interest and 
secure effort. 


III. Developing Attitudes Interest and Effort

activity. Arouse it, teacher geography, with the ap- 
petite curiosity and take care keep the demand 
slightly excess the supply. soon there 
desire know, find out the “why” and the “how” 
things, there can interest the desire for 
knowledge. One can teach geography but will get 
attentive response, because there mental appetite 
for things geographic.

Prepare the minds the children before presenting 
the content asking question that will pique their 
curiosity and the same time have bearing the 
subject matter. teacher once introduced the study 
Minnesota inquiring, “How many you boys 
have ever seen Indian?”

THE BEGINNING DECORATION 


REE the course which

sign and decoration. Incidentally, gains some 
idea what these terms mean and their application. 
Out experimenting finds out how decoration 
grows and proceeds. learns, too, how easy 
create decoration when the proper course pursued. 
The most forceful factor the advancement 
child’s education experimentation.

true that the creative power children varies 
greatly.

There 
also group that needs the impulse start out- 
side, something that will point the way. few periods 
free experimentation will reveal the teacher just 
where her efforts should expended most freely. 

This first lesson, and the group lessons which may 
come from it, mean less themselves, than they 
should future activities. The right kind experi- 
mentation means the laying store impres- 
sions which may brought forth later employ 
the needs other problems demand. the child 
wanders through experiments, new related possibilities 
are unfolded before him and better able ad- 
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vance and conquer the intricacies tasks which lie 
ahead him. addition this preparation for the 
future, gains inspiration and discovers the joy 
finding his own possibilities. 
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because experimentation has this forceful in- 
fluence the child’s unfolding that his first contact 
with decoration should oné free exploration. 
has right know whence come those forms and 
fancies that make what the world calls decoration. 
Above everything else, should have the privilege 
untrammeled beginning. With this feeling mind, 
let into these first steps. 

The child’s first experiences any line should 
pleasant and exhilarating possible. They should in- 
trigue and leave joyful memories. They should suc- 
cessful that they bring results which find favor 
the child’s mind. They should make him feel that 
about somewhere, and when this somewhere 
reached will repaid for. his efforts. His first ex- 
periences should understandable and meaningful, 
even his young mind. his own way and according 
his own standards the child exacting the 
measure results expenditure his time brings. 

For the time being, least, let the child forget that 
there are any formalities mechanics involved the 
pursuit decoration.

Time 


Just the moral realm, examination one- 
self the necessary first step correction faults 
and strengthening virtues, so, too, our problem. 
most helpful device for the principal follow for 
week keep accurate account how time 
was spent. The best plan keep account the 
week, for the days will vary while the weeks remain 
about the same, and the month too long period. 
examination such account, maintained for 
several weeks, should lead one some conclusions 
where lop off time devoted supervision. 


Division Administrative Duties 


There are every school opportunities for relieving 
the principal some office routine. The matter 
absences can cared for some designated teacher 
each floor the school building. definite time 
should set aside for this detail, perhaps fifteen min- 
utes before school begins the morning, and fifteen 
minutes the close school the afternoon. The 
keeping office files can divided into several tasks 
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none does too much and none too little. Pupils com- 
mercial classes can put charge the principal’s 
office for period time, thereby making real the 
theories learned the classroom. Even school 
only moderate affluence can afford clerical assistance 
for few hours day. 


Faculty Meetings 


Regularly planned faculty meetings can much 
offset the inability the principal carry class- 
room visitation. the faculty meeting the principal 
has the chief means demonstrating professional 
leadership. The plans for meetings can drawn 
after analysis the particular school and its prob- 
lems and agreement those that are most pressing. 
Some continuity should evident the successive 
meetings, that they all center around some signifi- 
cant problem topic investigation. Possibilities are 
the making course study, providing for indi- 
vidual differences, use tests, development the 
newer methods instruction, such socialized recita- 
tion and project system. program meetings that 
can contribute something definite all teachers should 
selected, rather than one favoring but portion 
the teaching body. There seems fairly prevalent 
belief the part many teachers that the small 
school has need teachers’ meetings, for the daily 
contact and the informal discussions are sufficient. 
This appears hardly tenable. While the informal dis- 
cussions small gatherings contribute much the 
solving specific difficulties, they cannot regarded 
satisfactory substitute for intensive study, from 
objective point view, some basic topic that 
carried its completion, including practical local 
applications. Too often informal discussions become 
nothing more than expressions ill-founded personal 
opinions. Certainly outstanding purpose faculty 
meetings arouse the teachers appreciation 
professional matters. Such appreciation 
necessary for the faculty the small school for 
that the large school. 


Standardized Tests 


fourth means which principals can gain some 
appreciation the teaching difficulties and successes 
their schools that standardized tests. their 
very nature these tend put supervision more 
objective basis. studying the results standard 
tests, partial knowledge the effectiveness in- 
struction can gained. The interpretation test 
results, however, should not attempted without spe- 
cific knowledge mean, median, percentile, M.- 
A., deviation, coéfficient correlation, and such tech- 
nical terms. course, claim made that standard 
tests provide complete account learning products, 
but insofar they reveal achievement knowledge 
they fulfill highly valuable purpose. For any experi- 
mentation teaching methods sectioning pu- 
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pils, standard tests are necessary. lift impressions 
out the realm impressions and substantiate 
hypotheses, recourse must made objective 
standard. 


Lesson Plans 


lieu class visitation, the principal can learn 
something from lesson plans submitted for actual 
periods teaching. lesson plan probably poor 
substitute for class visitation, but does tell some- 
thing about the type teaching being done any 
particular case. The same kind written plan should 
not expected from all teachers. The making 
plans should not stereotyped that there 
variation form. Certainly for better qualified 
more resourceful teachers the same completeness 
should not necessary for those who are weaker 
equipment training. fruitful procedure, 
times, would for the principal call for two writ- 
ten reports, one the plan made for the class meeting 
before met, and the second, fairly detailed state- 
ment what actually took place the class session. 
comparison the two should lead interesting 
questions adaptability, feasibility, and resourceful- 
ness. After all, the lesson plan aid better teach- 
ing. the making meticulous plans that cannot 
applied psychologically becomes objective, the plans 
had better abandoned. they really function 
aids, they should perfected. 


Using Heads Departments 

large secondary schools, where teaching organ- 
ized the departmental basis, the progressive prin- 
cipal can achieve much supervision working 
through the heads the departments. truth, the 
principal must rely the department heads. Rash 
indeed the principal who attempts evaluate all 
respects the teaching all secondary subjects. The 
most that can done one person pass judg- 
ment general class procedure, plus the criticism 
the one two subjects that qualified teach. 
The department heads are the logical persons ques- 
tion the teaching specific subject matter, the selec- 
tion content and its arrangement, selection sup- 
plementary work, and all problems having spe- 
cifically with the knowledge involved the course. 
The development teaching experiments, the use 
devices and materials instruction, overcoming diffi- 
culties the teaching specific portions subject 
matter, and keeping abreast the latest developments 
the teaching particular subjects, are all problems 
that should cared for largely the heads 
departments.

supervisor must choose between two methods 
passing judgment teaching. One the general-im- 
pression method, illustrated the principal who 
stoutly maintained that could judge the efficiency 
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his teachers merely walking through the corri- 
dors and peeking into the classrooms. The other the 
analytic method. Now obvious that both cases 
there must some standards according which 
judgments are made. The main difference that 
the first instance they are implicit, while the sec- 
ond, they are explicit. appears perfectly reasonable 
demand that they explicit, for then only can 
there effort between those rating and 
those rated. Unless there this codperative effort 
rating, probably the chief purpose the rating 
namely, the professional advancement teachers 
through eradication weakness and strengthening 
good qualities. Every teacher has right know what 
rating received, except rare instances when the 
only purpose served administrative, such 
the naming heads departments, the changing 
classes, subjects. But these instances are rare 
indeed.

scheme the teachers one school the best meth- 
follow. commercial rating card simply 
purchased and applied, many good results will lack- 
ing, for one writer states “the codperative evolution 
rating system very excellent supervisory pro- 
cedure The scales and schemes that are 
commercially available have their positive value, but 
neither perfectly valid and reliable. They are chiefly 
useful insofar they contribute the formulation 
plan definitely adjusted particular schools and 
teaching bodies. Mention might made several 
these that are print: the Boyce Card,? Rugg’s 
Teacher-Rating and the Scale for Rating 
Teachers These four are perhaps 
the most fruitful for general practice the school. 
Special mention should made another type 
checking list. This Johnston’s Checking List and 
Standards for Supervision High School 
While the other checking lists and rating schemes that 
have been mentioned previously are primarily for the 
use the teacher herself, that Johnston particu- 
larly for the use the supervisor. The principal should 
find very helpful checking his classroom visi- 
tation. Johnston’s check list calls for rating each 
construction, but calling not for rating relative 
basis check list the recitation compiled the 
present The majority the items the latter 
plan are answered simple “yes” “no.” 
The emphasis remedial features the teaching 
process, rather than the teacher individual.

They suggest, however, two thoughts: there must 
employment these plans that the 
teacher not unfairly judged; and, second, that more 
use should made check lists that are simple 
administration than those that call for precise meas- 
urement. The important question always is: Does this 
scheme analysis and rating reveal points weak-

This brief discussion will have served its purpose 
has called the attention overburdened principals 
few means which they can carry some su- 
pervisory duties. Classroom visitation will, doubt, 
always have its place. may the only method 
which the supervisor can secure insight into the 
teaching efficiency any teacher. may be, and is, 
however, costly time, and far too frequently 
wasted time. Unless the supervisor goes with pur- 
pose mind and with some explicit standard judg- 
ment, his analysis likely all too superficial and 
fruitless. And even with much classroom visitation out 
the question, considerable amount supervision 
can done such means are suggested here 
provided always that there real desire the part 
the principal carry supervisory functions.

with the articulation problem and other minor types 
speech difficulty. These not involve the emotions and are 
much easier correct than stammering. 

Miss Katharine Inglish, assistant supervisor classes for 
physically handicapped children, suggests the Western Jour- 
nal Education practical methods treating such cases. She 
finds them five number: (1) lisping, (2) substitution 
one sound for another, (3) faulty enunciation, (4) lateral 
and (5) cleft palate speech. 

The usual method procedure handling cases the 
above five types follows: 

Teach the child say the particular element correctly. 
This done imitation carefully showing him the cor- 
rect position the tongue, lips, and palate forming the 
sound.

Use sentences containing the above words. 

Have conversation practice. 

order attain perfect speech the laws habit building 
must followed. Most important these laws are: 

Regular and consistent practice. 

willingness the part the child help himself. 

The regular practice very important the foundation 
all habit building and trains the child hear his own 
speech and correct his own mistakes. 

The willingness the part the child help himself pre- 
vents the recurrence the old habit. 

the matter cleft palate speech little can done unless 
the cleft has been closed physician who understands the 
possibilities speech after the operation. The fault lies with 
the palate which usually weak and quite immovable. the 
degree that the palate can made move normally, that 
degree the speech will improve.

EXCLUSION AND EPIDEMICS 


Excluding children from school least separating them 
from other children, has proved effective reducing the inci- 
dence disease schools. There disgrace being 
kept away from school for public-health reasons. Those 
schools rooms that have attendance contests and build 
the notion that child must attend school all costs are 
mixing values. Attendance school may very definitely 
undesirable and every school should have some official ma- 
chinery through which exclusion may carried out. 

The principal represents the final authority and nurses, 
physicians, and teachers should instructed refer the 
principal suitable children for exclusion. school 
ever without official and recognized exclusion machinery. 
The Ohio Department Education, its circular for Febru 
ary, 1931, lists the following conditions sufficient cause fcr 
exclusion: 


Skin eruption rash. 

Frequent spasmedic 
ing. 

Acutely swollen glands. 

Headache severe pain 
where. 

Earache. 


Disinclination enter into 
daily activities. 

Lassitude, drowsiness, faintness. 

Fever, chills. 

Unusual flush pallor. 

Dizziness, nausea, vomiting. 

Sore throat. 

Red, watery eyes. 

Nasal discharge. 


Ample reasons for the above exclusion signs are that: 

Unusual rash skin eruption may indicate scarlet fever, 
German measles, chicken pox, smallpox, ringworm, scabies, 
impetigo. 

throat may indicate diphtheria, 
measles, tonsilitis. 

Red discharging eyes may indicate measles, German 
measles, pink eye. 

Running nose may indicate measles, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, influenza, cold. 

Cough, frequent, spasmodic without whoop, may indi- 
cate whooping cough, measles, tuberculosis, cold. 

The teacher, nurse, health, and physical-education teacher, 
principal, should never make diagnosis give suggestions 
for treatment. Physicians, only, ethical and legal right, are 
the ones empowered diagnose. The medically untrained per- 
son may safely and reasonably exclude the basis condi- 
tions observed and does not need name the disturbance.

Public Authority and the Parochial Schools 


note considerable comment law providing 
free admission public high schools graduates 
parochial schools, passed the 1931 Wisconsin 
Legislature (Chapter 285, Laws 1931). signifi- 
cant enough warrant further comment. 

The text the law itself may given order 
that the comment may intelligible, because ob- 
viously some the publicity has not been based 
the law itself. The law follows: 

(40.47) (2) (b) certificate diploma, issued the 
superintendent parochial school system private 
school, that the holder thereof has completed the course 
study prescribed such parochial school system private 
school, which shall substantially equal the course 
study provided the state superintendent for the common 
schools, shall evidence the completion the course 
study required this section and shall entitle the holder 
thereof admission high school, provided that such 
school system private school shall meet the requirements 
paragraph (c) this subsection. Such certificate diplo- 
ma, certified copy thereof, shall filed with the schoo!- 
district clerk clerk secretary city board education, 
upon admission the holder the high school and shall 
attached the claim for tuition. Such tuition shall col- 
lected from the municipality where such pupil resides pro- 
vided subsections (5) and (6) this section. 

(c) When the superintendent such parochial school sys- 
tem head such private school shall have filed with the 
state superintendent public instruction the course study 
mentioned paragraph this subsection, pupils from 
any such school system school shall admitted any 
high school the state accordance with the provisions 
paragraph this subsection. 
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The policy this subject Wisconsin has been 
arranged heretofore informal agreement customs. 
This has been notably true cities and some 
counties. Apparently definite change policy has 
been determined upon. For the privilege securing 
admission the public high schools without 
examination particularly for the rural children, 
minimum state supervision conceded. 

The course study which the parochial-school child 
has pursued must “be substantially equal the course 
study provided the state superintendent 
common schools.” The diocesan superintendent 
schools must file with the state superintendent 
public instruction the course study the parochial 
schools. The obvious inference this latter section is, 
course, that the superintendent public instruc- 
tion will determine whether the curriculum the sub- 
stantial equivalent the public one. With the present 
State Superintendent Public Instruction Wis- 
consin there possibility but the fairest and most 
generous treatment the parochial schools, but 
need not blink the fact that there loophole state 
supervision and control which capable devel- 
opment. 

This significant development Wisconsin edu- 
cational history. The health supervision schools 
particularly Milwaukee has been vested the 
health department, and the enforcement school 
attendance and compulsory-education laws has been 
vested the state industrial commission. This prin- 
ciple has aimed keep supervision the educational 
aspect parochial schools away from public educa- 
tional authority, but keep the necessary supervision 
the conditions parochial-school education 
public departments other than those public edu- 
cation. 

The new Wisconsin legislation significant, but not 
the direction, has been suggested, “greater 
freedom” the parochial school, but the direction 
state supervision and oversight.

tunity beyond and open new vistas. 
physical plant clean, sanitary, beautiful with equipment 
equal the what effective modern education. 
curriculum plan studies throughout the grades that 
not merely copied from the local public schools, but which

This group 
Catholic educators, inspired the pioneering 
efforts Bishop O’Hara, has continued the under- 
taking with untiring ardor. Encouraged the hi- 
erarchy and with the codperation pastors and the 
assistance religious and lay teachers the work 
the leaders has been crowned with success. Returns 
that are now being received the Rural Life Bureau 
the National Catholic Welfare Conference indicate 
that this year has been the most successful the 
history the religious vacation-school movement. 

The complete report for 1931 will not available 
for some time, but Rev. Dr. Edgar Schmiedeler, 
O.S.B., director the Rural Life Bureau, states that 
the early returns have justified the prediction made 
the beginning the year, that more than thou- 
sand vacation schools would conducted this sum- 
mer. expected furthermore that the complete 
returns will show attendance about 80,000 chil- 
dren the vacation schools that were held ninety 
dioceses throughout the country. 

These schools have again. demonstrated the prac- 
ticability assembling children for intensive religious 
education the summer months. The growth the 
schools also shows the popularity the plan give 
systematic instruction religious truths the large 
number children who not enjoy the advantages 
parochial-school education. The development 
the plan especially evident the rural centers 
where the children not have the opportunity 
attend parochial schools. Bishop O’Hara some time 
ago pointed out the great field for religious vacation 
schools when stated that there are 10,000 Cath- 
olic churches without schools. 


Organizations 


The following information compiled from 
complete returns the Rural Life Bureau will serve 
envisage the important features the religious 
vacation schools that were conducted this summer. 
number these schools were promoted twenty- 
five missionary dioceses the N.C.W.C. Rural Life 
Bureau assisted financially through subsidy the 
Home Mission Board. These schools were the 
demonstration type and were limited not more 
than three schools any one diocese. Schools other 
dioceses were financed bishops, pastors, diocesan 
councils Catholic women, Catholic Daughters 


America, Knights Columbus councils, and other 
organizations, public subscriptions, benefits, and 
voluntary contributions from children the close 
the school. worthy note that considerable 
number schools were financed entirely part 
devoted pastors who were anxious that the children 
intrusted their care should secure the benefit 
religious vacation school. 

The ages the pupils attendance varied from 
years, but few cases the range ages 
extended from years; the usual number 
days the schools were session was twenty; and the 
length the daily sessions was ordinarily about four 
hours. The schools were taught Priests, seminarians, 
Brothers, Sisters, and lay teachers. 

Progress was marked this year those 
that have conducted religious vacation schools for 
number years. the Archdiocese Dubuque, for 
instance, total schools was conducted this 
summer; gain per cent over the number 
conducted last year. 

Thirty-two religious vacation schools were held dur- 
ing the summer the Archdiocese Milwaukee. 
This was the seventh year that arrangements were 
made for such schools this archdiocese, and 
previous years, there was uniform 
attendance. 

This was also the seventh year which religious 
vacation schools were conducted the Diocese 
Green Bay which likewise reported advancement. 

recent letter from Rev. Leroy Callahan, D.D., 
diocesan director the Confraternity Christian 
Doctrine contained the information that 172 religious 
vacation schools were held the Diocese Los 
Angeles and San Diego during the past summer. These 
schools are under the supervision the Confraternity 
Christian Doctrine. 

article published recent issue The 
Catholic Register, Kansas City, Mo., Rev. Arthur 
Luckey said: “According the reports received from 
the vacation religious schools held the Concordia 
diocese, nearly 1,000 children will have attended. This 
increase more than 200 above the 1930 attend- 
ance. With two exceptions all the schools reported 
high average daily attendance, usually per cent 
more. Considering the distance many children had 
come and the busy season the farms, the enrollment 
and attendance generally were very high. One pastor 
reports: ‘The attendance was very good. The children 
and parents seemed realize the necessity and appre- 
ciate the opportunity such religious instruction.’ 

Modern methods teaching and texts adapted 
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the child mind were used. Information was given 
the child such degree and kind that can least 
partially grasp this and the organiza- 
tion and activities the school transfer into daily 
life. the school the catechism supplemented 
many other subjects and activities the class and 
the recreation periods under trained teachers which 
help make religion reality the child.” This 
the fifth year which religious vacation schools have 
been conducted the Diocese Concordia and the 
work well organized under the leadership Father 
Luckey. 


Improved Entire Congregation 


The report for the religious vacation school directed 
Gluckstadt, Miss., the expressed wish His 
Excellency, Rt. Rev. Richard Gerow, D.D., the 
Sisters, Servants the Holy Ghost, during the month 
June gives the information that this school had 
average attendance per cent despite the great 
heat and the pressing work the fields. The report 
shows further that “In the course study, the out- 
line the Manual for Religious Vacation Schools was 
closely followed. The catechism and Bible classes were 
made clear the use the pictures Doré.

Teachers report that each summer the chil- 
dren return the vacation schools better instructed 
their religion and better prepared for further 
advancement.

“Experience proves that the vacation school not 
only benefits the children, but that has wholesome 
effect the entire parish. More than one pastor has 
stated that the summer school has renewed the spir- 
itual life his whole flock. Attendance parents 
Holy Mass and the Sacraments, instruction the 
children Sunday the presence the congrega- 
tion, general Communion day the close the 
session, and parish outing, are all factors which 
have helped arouse the interest the adults and 
caused them share the fruits the religious 
vacation school.” 

addition the schools sponsored the Rural 
Life Bureau the N.C.W.C., notable work being 
done the vacation schools conducted the Cath- 
olic Youth Organization and the Catholic Instruction 
League.

The following interesting N.C.W.C. news 
release concerning the work the Holy Spirit Vaca- 
tion Schools held for the children Chicago under 
the joint auspices the Catholic Youth Organization 
and the Diocesan Council Catholic Women. 

“Nearly 3,000 underprivileged boys and girls took 
advantage the opportunities the Catholic vaca- 
tion schools this year, according announcement 
the closing exercises two schools were held.

Making Earnest Efforts 


The following report taken from the Western 
Catholic, sent Monsignor Cahill, the director 
vacation schools the Diocese Springfield, 

“Most encouraging progress has been 
providing religious instruction for children who can- 
not attend the parochial school. Twenty-seven religious 
vacation schools with total enrollment 1,920 chil- 
dren were conducted the diocese this summer. 
large number these schools followed the normal 
schedule which widespread experience has found most 
practical; morning classes five days the 
week during four weeks. Classes were held churches, 
public schools, private houses, halls, out doors, 
wherever the pastor could make suitable arrangements.

Classes religious instruction were held for four 
weeks sixteen parishes the Diocese Providence 
during the summer. average enrollment more 
than 2,100 was maintained for the term. 

This year, the second for the schools, was marked 
intensified interest the courses, total attend- 
ance double that last summer and the spread 
the movement nine other parishes. The largest class 
was the Holy Ghost parish where 483 children were 
registered. 

His Excellency, Rt. Rev. William Hickey, D.D., 
bishop Providence, who has fostered the develop- 
ment the classes, expressed himself gratified with 
the reports has received from the clergy supervisors 
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concerning the progress that has been made this 
summer. 

Complete reports were received from His Excellency, 
Rt. Rev. John Mitty, D.D., bishop Salt Lake, 
for the seventeen religious vacation schools conducted 
his diocese during the summer. The total attend- 
ance was 1,006, which increase almost 200 
over last year. 

Rev. Joseph Coulombe, director religious vaca- 
tion schools for the Archdiocese New Orleans, 
reports that seven schools with enrollment more 
than 800 children were conducted four parishes 
the Archdiocese New Orleans. 

Reports were received for twelve vacation schools 
from His Excellency, Rt. Rev. Edward Kelly, D.D., 
bishop the Diocese Boise. These schools had 
enrollment 658 pupils. 

Twelve religious vacation schools with enroll- 
ment 1,356 pupils were reported the Rev. Joseph 
Schmidt for the Diocese Harrisburg. The instruc- 
tion these schools was given religious teach- 
ers and lay teachers. 

Reports were also received when this article was 
written from religious vacation schools the Arch- 
diocese San Antonio, and the Dioceses Alexan- 
dria, Dallas, Galveston, Great Falls, Hartford, Mobile, 
Nashville, Oklahoma, Raleigh, St. Augustine, Syracuse, 
Tucson, and Wheeling.

High-School Debate Conference 


William Lamers, Ph.D. 


Editor's Note. This narrative by the director of the school of speech of 
Marquette University, tells the organization high-school debate con- 
ference and the problems that are raised in such an organization. What is 
said here is just as applicable to intraschool debating as well as inter- 
scholastic debating; it would be just as applicable to elementary or junior- 
high debating as to general high-school debating. Why should not the 
upper grades in the elementary schools be encouraged to debate? 

need develop lay apostolate effective speech. The encourage- 
ment of debate conferences, interpretation contests, and even the old elo- 
cution contest is a step in the right direction. It should begin in the 
elementary school. 


the Summer 1929, Miss Pearl Heffron, the 
Marquette University School Speech, made survey 

the teaching speech the public and private high 
schools Wisconsin. When the results were being tabulated 
from the returned questionnaires was discovered that about 
eight Catholic high schools Wisconsin deplored the fact that 
there were interscholastic Catholic activities similar na- 
ture the State Extemporaneous Speaking League and the 
State Public High-School Debating Conference. These state- 
ments were written the bottom the questionnaires 
and were unsolicited. least half dozen cases request 
was made that Marquette University, the largest Catholic 
institution the state and the only Catholic university with 
school speech, should undertake program forensics 
for Wisconsin Catholic high schools. the first part this 


program two activities, debate conference for Milwaukee 
Catholic high schools and interpretation contest for state 
Catholic high schools, were organized during the scholastic 
year 1929-30. The present discussion will 
with the organization debate conference, using the experi- 
ence the Marquette conference background. 

The facts the Marquette conference summary are 
these: The first invitations the conference were sent the 
seven Milwaukee Catholic high schools December 1929. 
Five these high schools: Marquette University High, Mercy 
High, Pio Nono High, St. John’s Cathedral High, and St. 
Mary’s Academy, indicated their intention joining. 


The First Conference 


Messmer High School was scheduled move into its new 
quarters early 1930 and for that reason declined with 
regrets. Holy Angels High School did not enter because 
already burdened list extracurricular activities. The first 
meeting the faculty representatives the five contesting 
schools was held the office the director the school 
speech December 13. the initial announcement list 
questions had been sent out, relisted each school 
the order preference. The business the meeting was: 
(1) determine the definite date the first series de- 
bates; (2) announce the result the balloting the 
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question; (3) draw opponents for the first series; (4) 
draw sides for the first series; and (5) consider random 
preliminary details. The questions were, for the first 
series, “Resolved, That the present practice installment buy- 
ing detrimental the best interests the American pub- 
lic’; for the second series, “Resolved, That the principle 
the chain-store system should condemned”; and for the 
third series, “Resolved, That trial jury should abol- 
ished.” was decided hold the first debates February 
the drawing, Mercy High, girls’ school, was bracketed 
with Marquette High, boys’ school; St. John’s Cathedral 
High, co-ed school, was bracketed with Pio Nono High, 
boys’ school; and St. Mary’s Academy, boarding and day 
school for girls, drew the bye. this series St. John’s won 
from Pio Nono unanimous decision and Mercy from 
Marquette University High 2-to-1 decision. 

The second series found three teams undefeated; St. John’s 
Cathedral High, Mercy High, and St. Mary’s Academy. Mercy 
drew the bye and St. John’s defeated St. Mary’s unanimously 
March 10. the final debate the Conference held April 
25, Mercy was victorious over St. John’s de- 
cision. 

Five schools again competed the season 1930-31. 
Because extensive building program that made faculty 
supervision extracurricular activities difficult, St. Mary’s 
High School remained inactive, the conference being increased 
the entrance Messmer High School. The second year 
competition saw several radical changes. these, the 
most important was the substitution the percentage for 
the elimination system the basis determining the con- 
ference winner. Second this was the use the paid critic 
judge place the three-judge plan. After ten debates 
place the previous season’s five, the conference ended 
tie between Mercy High and Marquette High. The schools 
chose settle the championship another meeting and from 
this contest Marquette High emerged the victor. 

Despite its small scope the majority the problems met 
the organization and conduct this conference are gen- 
eral rather than particular their nature, and the experience 
gained meeting them should prove value anyone con- 
templating similar enterprise. 


Membership 


The first problem encountered the formation 
conference membership. For years most the larger public 
high schools outside Milwaukee have been members 
state debating conference. districting the state and de- 
termining winners through elimination, only very few teams 
have been forced travel any considerable distance. Between 
schools closely situated, rivalries are apt keen and 
debate can conducted little cost with large crowds 
owing the presence the friends and student body both 
schools. For the past season limited our membership 
schools situated Milwaukee. the event that some 
future time state schools wish compete, probably will 
endeavor get sufficient from any portion the state 
enable conduct district eliminations. 

Another problem administration. The feeling between 
Catholic high schools not always lovely disinterested 
observers might suppose. many cases there exists great 
deal bad blood between them owing old athletic relation- 
ships and the like. 

The actual amount administrative detail the conduct 
debating conference small, provided the conference has 
been well organized. consists chiefly calling meetings, 
approaching judges, and serving intermediary between 
teams. And yet, perhaps, this the most difficult element 
all. The slightest suspicion that any one team has been favored 
that the administration not working for the best interests 
the conference whole sufficient endanger its ex- 
istence. This problem was solved for the Marquette Inter- 
scholastic Debate Conference handling routine matters 
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through the office the director the school speech. 
The director himself served chairman the conference. 
believe that the members the conference are full accord 
with the statement that this method was possibly the most 
satisfactory that could worked out. essential that 
conference should not the disposal any one school 
any set schools. 

Despite the fact that much college debating carried 
without decision, high-school debating, appears, needs the 
additional interest that afforded competition and deci- 
sion. This feeling that one must win means un- 
mixed blessing. Very frequently the adolescent mind cannot 
see beyond the immediate loss and victory into the larger 
values the contest. Even mature minds there some- 
times tendency take honest losing opportunity for 
the exhibition very poor sportsmanship. Fortunately there 
was very little the latter the Marquette conference. 


Determining the Winner 


The many methods determining the final conference win- 
ner may grouped into two classes and per- 
centage. The Marquette conference used the elimination 
method the first season and the percentage method the 
second. Each method proved have its advantages and dis- 
advantages. Under the elimination plan, which losing teams 
are dropped until only one team survives, the interest for the 
schools remaining each round grows more and more in- 
tense. The final debate under this system strong climax 
for the season. There can only one winner. Then too the 
burden coaching and administration lightens the season 
progresses. While recognizing these advantages the represen- 
tatives the conference schools felt that for several reasons 
the elimination system was far from perfect. placed undue 
emphasis upon winning and losing; conceivably might 
through some freak bracketing bring together the first 
round the strongest teams the conference; certainly made 
difficult extra conference because the amount time that 
could devoted outside schools would depend largely 
upon the length time conference school would survive 
conference competition. Accordingly was determined use 
percentage winnings and losses means deciding the 
conference championship during the season 1930-31. 

retrospect feel that the change was wise. course, 
added debates mean added administration and coaching, but 
when this labor weighed against increased opportunity 
for increased number boys and girls gain valuable 
experience public speaking, becomes less and less im- 
portant. The limitations the percentage plan are not hard 
discover. the end the first series debates the con- 
ference stood five-cornered tie, each team having win 
and loss. For time appeared that the final outcome 
would least three-cornered. has already been pointed 
out, however, two teams emerged, and was necessary 
schedule extra debate eliminate one and thus determine 
the conference winner. 


Misplaced Emphasis Winning 


feel, too, that the use this system worked toward 
better appreciation educational values making the indi- 
vidual debate less importance. Under the elimination sys- 
tem one loss meant final defeat the conference. num- 
ber consolation contests could have the slightest effect 
restoring the defeated team. After serving chairman 
the conference for two years, and after having judged many 
high-school debates, have come know that high-school 
faculties and student bodies quite generally place undue em- 
phasis upon mere winning and thereby lose sight the pri- 
mary purpose all these development 
boys and girls into informed, thinking, articulate citizen- 
ship. The elimination system serves accentuate em- 
phasis that already misplaced. 

Bracketing, the selection opponents, primary im- 
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portance under any system. While seems scarcely neces- 
sary insist that bracketing, methods must fair, very 
probably more bad blood has been caused athletic con- 
ferences underhanded bracketing than any other single 
factor. bracketed follows: the presence the 
faculty representatives the competing schools wrote 
the name each competing school upon slip paper. These 
slips paper were given the representatives for inspection 
and were placed hat with number blank slips that 
had likewise been inspected. The school heading the list 
alphabetically drew from the hat until had drawn the name 
another school. These schools became opponents. 


Selection Sides 


the selection sides, equal number slips marked 
“Affirmative” and “Negative” were placed the hat and the 
schools drew beginning with the one alphabetically last. 
course, was necessary for only one school each debate 
draw for sides. 

Whenever for any series debates there are unequal 
number schools one must receive bye. the winner 
determined elimination the school drawing the bye 
the first round should not permitted draw bye 
the next round. 

The plan bracketing and the restrictions placed upon the 
drawing byes should very definitely set down writing 
advance. many these matters various procedures are 
possible and debate coaches take for granted that the pro- 
cedure which they are accustomed will followed unless 
they are explicitly informed the contrary. The procedures 
initially are optional, but once they have been determined 
upon definiteness their explanation and application essen- 
tial the satisfactory conduct conference. 


Questions for Debate 


The choice questions for debate has been touched 
already. might added that the fairest way determin- 
ing upon questions vote the conference representa- 
tives. Lists questions can circulated the representa- 
tives the conference and these may arranged the 
order preference. 

the Marquette conference the positions given questions 
the conference representatives were added and the question 
receiving the lowest number was debated the first round, 
the second smallest the second round, and the third smallest 
the third round. Lists questions may compiled the 
representatives themselves. Probably the easier plan 
use the Kappa Delta the Delta Sigma Rho lists. These 
two large national debating fraternities annually publish lists 
questions suggested the more prominent intercollegiate 
debate coaches the country. Kappa Delta selects for its 
members official question. Delta Sigma Rho does not. 
Information from Delta Sigma Rho may secured 
writing the editor its official magazine The Gavel, Mr.

word warning should given concerning the types 
questions selected for high-school debate. have always felt 
that audiences have some rights the matter debate ques- 
tions. Very often when the high-school student himself assists 
the choice the question selected will far too ambitious 
scope, beyond the powers research the available library 
resources, and distant from the interests the audience 
preclude the possibility being made attractive the 
brief time allotted for speaking. good question for high- 
school debating should not only meet the usual requirements, 
that is, should not merely the form assertion, 
single, unambiguous, unprejudiced, concrete and specific, brief 
and simple, debatable, interesting, and phrased affirmatively, 
but possible should have personal relation with the de- 
baters and their audience. should limited the sense 
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that resolves itself around one two well-defined issues. 
Finally, should simple, that is, its materials should 
easily available. The amount research involved should not 
detrimental the debaters’ health and the reasoning be- 
yond their depths. The chain-store question represents, per- 
haps, the ideal debate question; installment buying has proved 
very popular topic; prohibition, now unfortunately outworn, 
gave opportunity for excellent debate and much entertain- 
ment. The McNary-Haugen bill was better suited for sem- 
inar economists than for high-school debate. 


Audiences Attending Debate 


The matter questions introduces the matter audiences. 
Many the Orders teaching Sisters will not permit their 
members attend outside activities such debates night. 
High-school debates may held during the afternoon 
part the regular school session with enforced attendance 
students the evening with smaller volunteer student 
audience and larger attendance mature persons. The de- 
bates the Marquette conference were held variously the 
afternoon and the evening. From the debaters’ standpoint the 
student audience difficult. always more less per- 
fervid, lacks deliberation, craves pure entertainment. 

preparing debate for such audience especially 
important select material which concrete and personal 
and which will touch closely the listeners’ interests. When 
the student audience slips away from the speaker slips fast. 
Possibly its enthusiasm for entertaining debating compen- 
sates for its lack deliberation, and the Marquette confer- 
ence proved conclusively that student audiences will receive 
debating with enthusiasm. The evening program advan- 
tageous interesting mature people the work the 
schools. 

The conference used three-man teams preference two- 
man teams. was felt that thereby the benefits inter- 
scholastic debate would extended more students. the 
first series the conference during the season 1929-30, 
each speaker was allotted ten minutes for constructive argu- 
ment and five minutes for rebuttal. The total amount time 
consumed for debate was, therefore, hour and half. 
was found that while the mature audience would listen 
program this length with restlessness the attention 
the high-school audience lagged toward the end. For this 
reason the time the last two series was reduced seven 
minutes for constructive argument and three minutes for re- 
buttal. Probably the three-minute rebuttal time difficult 
for the speaker. The coaches complained that the amount 
argument capable being handled brief time was 
negligible and that the realization the necessity for extreme 
condensation added the nervousness the debaters and 
made for unsatisfactory rebuttal. Accordingly, during the 
season 1930-31 employed seven-minute constructive 
speech and five-minute rebuttal. 


Selecting Judges 


The Marquette Interscholastic Conference experienced its 
greatest difficulty securing satisfactory debate judging. 
general, decision debates are judged one three methods: 
(1) single person, theoretically endowed with certain 
amount expertness debate strategy and logic who 
known expert judge has added broad back- 
ground the field activity covered the question, and, 
critic judge, amplifies his decision analysis 
the debate, (2) jury persons usually three and 
sometimes five, (3) vote the audience. The Wiscon- 
sin public-school conferences are using critic judges almost 
exclusively. There are certain very definite advantages 
the critic-judge system. Not the least these the fact 
that the critic judge knows that must make analysis 
his decision and consequently follows the debate much 
more closely than would were merely one group 
without well-defined responsibility. Then, too, the critic 
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judge presumed expert debate strategy. For this 
reason his analysis often very valuable for the debaters. 
Good critic judges are, however, scarce article, 
especially the afternoon when teachers are holding classes. 
Generally, too, the critic judge charges fee, and rightly so, 
for the critic judging debate hard, nerve racking, and 
usually unpleasant business. extremely questionable 
whether, the long run, the critic-judge plan any more 
satisfactory than the three-judge plan. For high-school con- 
ference, audience decisions are entirely out the question. 
The school having the greatest number representatives 
the audience will invariably win the debate. used the three- 
plan the Marquette conference for the season 
1929-30 and the critic judge for 1930-31. According the 
articles organization the affirmative teams traveled and the 
negative teams entertained. The procedure for selecting the 
judges was virtually the same both years. The affirmative 
representative sent the negative representative list 
ien possible judges, giving names full, addresses, occu- 
pation, and any facts which might assist determining 
their fitness judge. The negative representative struck 
out those names which did not approve, arranged the 
remainder order preference, and sent the resultant 
list the office the director the school speech. 
The approved persons were then approached the order 
the negative’s preference. The complaint general among 
those who have conducted public forensics any kind 
that judges are very difficult secure. this statement 
the Marquette conference offers exception. was 
difficult secure judges for the evening debates was 
four times difficult secure them for the afternoon de- 
bates. several instances the high schools delayed either the 
initial affirmative list the ammended negative list until 
week before the debate. The type persons commonly 
selected judge usually finds difficult promise his pres- 
ence definitely. result, several occasions two three 
days before debate the list judges would not complete. 
When you remember that the matter judging open 
protest more than anything else connected with interscholastic 
debating the real importance these delays become apparent. 
presume that fully satisfactory method judging 
debate will ever discovered. The three-judge plan far 
from satisfactory; perhaps can described the least 
unsatisfactory. Its peculiar merit lies the fact that the 
judges can secured gratis and that while they are 
—and any losing debater will support this state- 
ment the law averages has better chance operate 
their stupidity and once while they may give fair, cor- 
rect decision. The critic-judge plan little worse shall 
say little better. The experience the past season shows 
that like ordinary debate judges, critic judges are not very 
numerous, are occupied the wrong times and are remark- 
ably unlike, methods judging and critical ability. 
not know what system recommend. least the three- 
judge plan costs less. 


Merits Teams 


With regard the comparative merits girls’ and boys’ 
teams, our conference brought out some facts which should 
wide interest. One the girls’ schools was very hesitant 
about entering the conference giving reason that was 
obvious that girls could not compete debating with boys. 
This idea seems rather general, and yet 1929-30 the 
two boys’ schools were eliminated the first series, one 
them girls’ team and the other team with one girl 
member. The final series was contested between girls’ 
team and team two boys and one girl. The girls’ team 
won. And the season girls’ team was tied with 
boys’ team the conclusion the regular schedule losing 
very close decision extra contest scheduled de- 
‘ermine the championship. Greater earnestness girls ap- 
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parently more than compensates for their overrated lack 
voice. 

These are the major elements taken into consideration 
organizing conference. What will the future the 
Marquette University Interscholastic Debate Conference 
difficult say. the final meeting the high-school repre- 
sentatives, the principal one the boys’ schools suggested 
that possibly, some future time, might advisable 
split the conference into girls’ section and boys’ section, 
the coeducational institutions entering team for each sec- 
tion. present the small number institutions enrolled 
makes this procedure inadvisable. The faculty representa- 
tives girls’ schools the present conference are entirely 
willing continue debating against boys’ teams. There has 
been some talk dispensing with formal organization and 
scheduling debates among the several high schools without 
championship series. Even should the conference such 
discontinued, feel that has amply justified its existence 
the impetus has given forensic activities. one 
faculty representative put it, “What need talking 
Catholic manhood and womanhood. The more debates can 
get for pupils the better satisfied. course, 
would like win the conference, but recognize and try 
make pupils recognize that the life values speech 
proficiency are all important and that the winning par- 
ticular debate merely pleasant incidental stimulation. 
believe that this conference has done more stimulate in- 
terest public speaking the Catholic schools Milwau- 
kee than anything before its time.” 


CHOOSING PLAYGROUND APPARATUS 


Most educators are aware the favorable motor activities 
provided play apparatus, but they realize that even 
such harmless structures slides, swings, etc., may have 
far-reaching effects not carefully selected? Serafin Aquino, 
supervisor physical education the Philippine public 
schools, gives the following considerations, Philippine 
Public Schools for July: 

Safety. Play, with without the use apparatus, 
order popular children, must safe for them. 
All high complicated apparatus should avoided. The 
simple contrivance which requires little adjustability better 
from the administrative point view. 

Usefulness. apparatus should placed the school 
ground unless there ample evidence that will continu- 
ously and extensively used. Many novel pieces apparatus 
are apparently attractive children but have lasting 
appeal. 

Expense. The spending great sums for apparatus 
not warranted. must borne mind that the activities 
with such play equipment serve only supplement the big- 
muscle activities gained through the free plays and team 
games. highly advisable equip the ground for games 
such volley ball, baseball, indoor baseball, basketball, and 
tennis, before very expensive apparatus purchased. 

Durability. all probability the school officials will 
blamed for accidents occurring from breakage apparatus. 
step the prevention accidents, such playground 
equipment should made sufficiently durable stand the 
heaviest use.

There are many methods discipline. Every teacher 
living personality with, strictly speaking, one set discipline 
ideas. She cannot successfully carry out any one problem 
reformation adhering the advice expert disciplina- 
rian, but she can gain ideas. Many ideas others, read 
listened to, can suddenly evolve themselves into one concrete 
line thought and become living code morals which 
all student children can easily, kindly governed. 

The teacher the vital problem; the class secondary. 
From the teacher emanate currents which marvelously affect 
the inner nature each child and originate reactionary im- 
pulses which create those scenes joyful quietness, rigid 
strained quietude that generally preludes 
outbreak; restless hum; unrestrained boisterousness; 
familiar the classroom. Perhaps seems strange lay the 
praise blame the door the teacher, but the ages 
teaching have proved the teacher the basic point toward 
which flows with remarkable swiftness order disorder. 

The following briefly stated points may tiny help 
some teacher the lookout for disciplinary aid. 

Expect and look for only goodness from each child. 

surprised and pained the first sign disorderliness. 

Express earnestly and openly your disapproval the 
slightest relaxing good behavior and your liking and 
approval the quiet child who walks tiptoe and keeps 
silence, until his turn speak, does not interfere 
with his neighbor, secures permission necessary. 

Watch for class leaders. Give sincere and unstinted 
praise the first sign codperation their part. 

Praise freely when good presents itself but denounce 
just quickly the slightest breach your order the 
school. 

Play the game fair. Praise denounce rich and poor, 
intelligent and dull, with equal kindliness severity. 

quick see good will and wish please you. 
Speak openly the class your appreciation this and 
your wish for its continuance. 

mixed class, show word and manner that you 
expect perfect order from the girls; but praise the quiet walk- 
ing some boy (even the steel plates click), some 
certain act good order. The roughest, rudest boy will, 
time, respond praise and appreciation. 

perfect lady yourself. Never speak when glance 
the eye, smile, nod will suffice. Always walk quietly 
and when speech necessary with any pupil near you, speak 
subdued whisper. 

10. not expect instantaneous results. The quiet child 
will won the first day. Stronger natures will demand more 
time test the sincerity the teacher, but they will 
eventually won. High-strung, talkative, rude boys need 
kinder hand, looser reign, quicker appreciation. The 
necessary condemnation must tempered with kind, under- 
standing friendliness. 


And the most beneficial result that you and your class 
are constantly striving toward increased orderliness 
firm barrier which prevents that creeping laxity which 
presages severe disciplinary acts merited punishment.

One the operations which the beginner must understand 
thoroughly, the winding the bobbin. The perfect stitch, 
necessary for that tailor-made finish, can accomplished 
only the bobbin properly wound with thread suitable 
size for the material sewed. The bobbin must wound 
smoothly maintain even tension. 


Adjusting Stop-Motion Screw 


winding bobbins, necessary understand the stop 
motion the sewing machine which located the bal- 
ance wheel and means which the balance wheel can 
released when winding bobbins, thus permitting the bobbin 
winder operate without running the stitching mechanism. 
release the stop-motion hold the balance wheel the 
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left hand and turn the stop-motion screw over toward you 
far will go. Instruction books which accompany all sew- 
ing machines contain cuts, showing how simply and easily 
this done and the teacher should have any difficulty 
releasing the balance wheel wind the bobbin, she should 
consult the instruction book regarding the necessary simple 
adjustment or, she cannot this herself, suggested 
that she call representative the sewing machine com- 
pany who will usually make this and other simple adjustments 
free charge. 


Winding the Bobbin Evenly 


Care should taken winding bobbins have the threads 
placed the bobbin smoothly and evenly and the bobbin 
should never wound full that fits tightly the bobbin 
shuttle case. correctly wound bobbin will insure smooth 
running thread from the shuttle and will prevent uneven 
stitch which may occur the thread placed the bobbin 
unevenly. the thread winds one side the bobbin, the 
guide which carries the thread from the bobbin winder the 
bobbin may bent trifle away from the side which the 
thread piles up, with pair pliers. 


Have Plenty Bobbins 


Bobbins are inexpensive and the teacher should always make 
point have sufficient quantity hand that will 
not necessary for the pupil wind one color thread 
partly wound bobbin another color. Bobbins wound this 
manner are often uneven and the ends the threads become 
tangled sometimes causing trouble the bobbin case 
shuttle mechanism. 


Increasing Pressure Winder

tact with the balance wheel with sufficient pressure, the bobbin 
winder will not operate. the rubber ring becomes worn 
oil has been allowed come contact with the rubber, 
the ring will not have the proper contact with the balance 
wheel and will slip when the pupil attempts wind the bob- 
bin. Rubber rings for this purpose can purchased very 
cheaply and worn oily ring should promptly replaced. 


Drilling the Students 


suggested that the teacher drill the students the 
different operations required wind the bobbin first, hav- 
ing the pupils place the spool the spool-pin the machine, 
carry the thread through the guide the arm the machine, 
over and through the guides the bobbin winder, then 
holding the bobbin the left hand, carry the thread through 
the eyelet from the center the bobbin the side. Holding 
the end the thread, place the eyelet the opposite side 
the bobbin firmly the pin the bobbin winder, pressing 
the bobbin winder back against the balance wheel. This will 
cause the latch drop automatically and hold the bobbin 
securely. With the end thread still held firmly with the 
thumb and forefinger left hand, close the bobbin, start 
the machine. The end thread will break off soon the 
bobbin winder starts motion and smooth, clean, evenly 
wound bobbin will the result. 


DEAF CHILDREN OUR SCHOOLS 
Rev. Stephen Klopfer* 


ONTRARY the prevalent notion, deafness not 

frequently inherited supposed. Most children lose 
their hearing through sickness. The diseases childhood 
scarlet fever, typhoid, diphtheria, measles, and meningitis 
are the chief causes deafness. Statistics gathered the 
government indicate that all deaf children the 
United States 21,000 were deaf before the age 10,000 


*St. John’s Institute for the Deaf, St. Francis, Wis. 
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became deaf between the ages and and 7,000 became 
deaf between the ages and 10. total 50,000 have 
been listed the government being deaf before the age 
20, and 35,000 becoming deaf after the age 20. 

using the term limit its meaning such who 
cannot hear loudly shouted conversation. Another class, the 
hard-of-hearing, deserves consideration. The hard-of-hearing 
children are such who have had ear trouble, allowed the 
causes develop and finally lost their hearing degree 
which places them among the backward and retarded, and 
very expensive pupils the school. The expense incurred 
the fact that many the hard-of-hearing children be- 
come repeaters, remaining the same grade for two, and 
times three years. will particular interest 
teachers learn that between and per cent the pupils 
any school have impaired hearing.

Buffalo the statistics 1923 show that per cent the 
total number boys examined had defective hearing, whereas 
among the girls only little more than one half per cent 
suffered loss hearing. Lynn, Mass., the cases 
defective hearing among children reported 1922 was 1.4 
per cent, 1923-24 1.2 per cent, and 1.1 per cent. 
These statistics are taken from well-regulated communities 
and rather healthful sections the country. Educational 
authorities, however, generalizing even superficial surveys 
different parts the country, consider proved that 
average per cent school children are deaf deafened.

“To make pupils desirous attaining correct living habits 
and acquiring good health, this work has been associated 
with play activities, and the work interestingly taught and 
varied that will not become monotonous. one method 
teaching adhered to, and the textbook made supple- 
mentary. There has been persistent effort make the content 
and methods suit the particular needs and interests the 
children according their grades. The work has developed 
gradually until may grouped under the following head- 
ings. 

Weighing 

“The entire school weighed two three times year. 
Children who are below the average weight are weighed 
monthly. Cards, printed the school, showing weight, are 
sent home the parents. white card signifies average 
weight; blue card, per cent more under the average 
weight; red card, per cent more under the average 
weight; yellow card, per cent under the average. 

“Low weight indicative low vitality and there 
consequent inability schoolwork; low weight makes the 
child easy prey disease. Therefore, one the funda- 
mentals our health program develop the correct habits 
which aid bringing the child’s weight normal. 


II. Food 


detailed study food from the standpoint kinds 
and amount, well study calories and the number 
calories needed daily children, made.

REMEDYING ORAL-LANGUAGE ERRORS 


Mistakes that students oral language are often 
noticed and corrected the time error, but seldom 
remedied. The pupil must guided and directed correct 
usage actual practice, rather than reminded errors 
isolated instances. The oral-reading period easily avail- 
able time for this practice correct language. Poor achieve- 
ment reading, itself, may due any all these 
factors: poor assimilation new words, small-meaning voca- 
bulary, insufficient number sight words, little outside read- 
ing, nonrecognition, partial mispronunciation, substitutions, 
omissions, repetitions, and insertion letters. 

Remedial measures for these common errors are given 
Adele Underwood the February issue the Journal 
Educational Research. New words may taught sounds 
letters, families words, combination these two 
methods. Small-meaning vocabulary may improved 
teaching the meaning from context, and use the 
dictionary. Likewise, recognition sight words may in- 
creased oral practice pronunciation from selected lists. 
Outside reading may encouraged through individual inter- 
ests and reading choice paragraphs from book the 
teacher arouse pupils’ interest. improve nonrecognition, 
mispronunciation, substitution, omission, repetition, and in- 
sertion, daily drill through the use printed paragraphs with 
blanks filled achieves results. Incorrect usage, itself, 
remedied only through daily drill with correct forms. 
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SINGING OUT TUNE 


Writing the Teachers World (London), Mable Chamber- 
lain, specialist music, mentions several causes for classes 
singing out tune and suggests remedies. 

the cause lack ear training, the remedy ear train- 
ing for the class and attempt produce more effective 
ear training lower classes. Lack voice training may 
the cause. “Singing too lustily low notes, and forcing 
the so-called ‘chest register,’ striving for power instead 
sweetness tone, singing insufficient breath, all tend 
produce singing out tune. Train the voices well give 
songs sing.” 

“Unsuitable vocal compass song may cause singing out 
tune. Part songs need watched for this point. Choose 
songs within safe compass, say middle (above top 
line, treble clef). Beware long passages which keep per- 
sistently upper and and insist soft singing 
notes below middle E.” 

Several other causes for singing out tune are mentioned, 
such bad atmospheric conditions, bad posture, tiredness, 
inattention. The remedies for all these are obvious. But one 
other bit good advice worthy mention. Often, pre- 
paring for special event, the leading songs are rehearsed 
the point boredom, often resulting singing out tune. 
The remedy stop rehearsal the song not touch 
again until the day before the event.” All preparations for 
special events should proceed quietly without nervousness, 
anxiety, and rush. 


RULES FOR CHILD TRAINING 


The following nine rules were given for parents recent 
bulletin the Children’s Bureau the Department 
Labor. The bulletin entitled Are You Training Your Child 
Happy? The rules will helpful teachers well 
parents. 

Tell and act the truth your children. 

Keep your promises, good bad. 

Decide which things are most important for child 
and then consistent about seeing that does them. 
not nag him about little things that not matter much. 

not say “No” one time and “Yes” the next time for the 
same thing. Your child will never learn that way what good 
and what bad. 

Break bad habits keeping the child busy with in- 
teresting things that forgets the old habit. 

Pay attention him when tries get what wants 
temper tantrums, whining, vomiting. 

See that gets things (if they are good for him) only when 
quiet and happy and polite. 

Keep cool and quiet yourself. Speak quiet voice. 

Show the child you are pleased when tries. 


IMPROVE HANDWRITING 


Handwriting often declared lost art. Nevertheless, 
direct and concentrated efforts are being made daily our 
schools perfect this skill. Connecticut Schools for May, 
1931, the following specific suggestions are offered im- 
provement program:

The Size Classrooms 


Educational practices the past decade have constantly 
tended reduce the size classes and consequently the size 
classrooms. The consensus opinion educators favors 
the small class. Classes numbering more than children are 
universally condemned leaders current educational 
thought, but there has not been much evidence support 
the contention that elementary-school children gain measur- 
ably knowledge, skill, attitudes when the teacher has 
only care for. seems clear, however, that classes 
which are larger than require rooms that tax the strength 
and voice the teacher and similarly are hard the eyes 
and ears the pupils. Present ideas good practice and 
economy seem limit the class maximum chil- 
dren, number which allows for planning classrooms that 
are economical construct and comfortable for children and 
teachers under most school situations. 

Architects and schoolmen speak glibly about standard class- 
rooms, but hardly two architects experience two or- 
ganized school systems will agree upon the exact dimensions 
classrooms. Recent practice has shown that rooms must 
provide from square feet floor area per pupil. 
Some the best planned buildings have 16.5 square feet per 
child. The State New York has developed typical class- 
room, many respects ideal, which has floor area 17.4 
square feet per pupil.

Windows and Natural Light 

Hygienists and engineers argue that children require

The best light for classrooms comes from the upper half 
the windows. For this reason necessary use only 
square-headed windows and carry them near the ceil- 
ing the construction will permit. has been found that 
windows which extend below in. from the floor level cause 
confusing light reflections. Some architects 
advise that the sill in. above the floor.

advisable that piers and mullions between windows 
kept narrow possible that broad bands shadow 
may avoided. Small window panes (not smaller than 
in.) save loss from breakage and usually help the archi- 
tectural design school building. 

Windows may extend close the rear wall classroom, 
but necessary that the first window the front, teach- 
er’s end, the classroom placed from ft. back 
from the front wall the room. When the windows extend 
nearer than ft. the front wall, the light parallels the 
blackboard and interferes strongly with the vision children 
seated the inner rows desks.

INDUCING POETIC APPRECIATION 


High-school literature classes are likely avoid reading 
poetry whenever possible; required assignments being the 
lone reason for becoming familiar with this phase literature.

This 
motivating procedure provoked the desired result. Students 
began scouring their own literature texts for suitable poems 
and many took them home night read.

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STATUS AND WORK THE SCHOOL NURSE 

The nurse, working with educational institutions, and fre- 
quently, employed them, should consider herself edu- 
cator, and should take advantage every opportunity for 
increasing her knowledge educational aims and for in- 
creasing her skill educational methods. All health workers 
are educators, but the school nurse has particular responsi- 
bilities along this line. 

Dr. Charles Wilson, director health the public 
schools Evansville, Ind., writing the February issue 
the American Journal Public Health, points out that often 
words are not needed for explanations, since much taught 
without words. The nurse must watch her technique carefully, 
and realize that her methods will imitated. She should 
exhibit sympathetic attitude, taking care not exaggerate 
the importance slight injuries, while urging the proper 
care serious ones without alarming the child. 

When called upon treat certain conditions, the nurse 
will find need for supply simple remedies. not 
necessary, however, keep all these materials the first- 
aid cabinet. Standing orders regard treatment may best 
outlined according the various types cases, such 
toothache, impetigo, pediculosis, scabies, and foreign particles 
the eye. Many school health departments have forms 
which are printed directions for the treatment scabies and 
pediculosis, together with the drugs used. These forms 
are convenient and save the nurse considerable time. 

Speaking the general policy the nurse regard 
treatment, Dr. Wilson pointed out that general policy, 
the school nurse should not accept responsibility for the 
treatment any condition—she may treat cases the 
orders physician when assumes the responsibility, but 
otherwise her activities must limited first aid. All cases 
requiring treatment should referred the family physi- 
cian, clinic physician, and regardless the need any 
individual case, the nurse should not treat it, except the 
instructions physician. 

First-aid work and minor treatments are important parts 
the school nurse’s duties, but they should occupy but 
small portion her time. The success nurse her 
first-aid work not measured the number cases she 
treats, but her proficiency teaching older children, 
parents, and teachers take care these conditions. she 
able this she will have more time devote more 
important duties, such classroom inspections and home 
visitations. 

Upon entering room make health inspection, the 
nurse should acquaint the teacher with the purpose the 
inspection and convince her its value. This may 
followed statement regard the danger allowing 
child stay classroom when the early stages 
contagious disease. Following the explanation, the nurse makes 
inspection while the teacher looks on. The nurse demon- 
strates the teacher any condition which she regards 
deviation from the normal. Questions regard the practice 
health habits may asked this time. Commendation 
for children who have practiced health habits taught, who 
have read remediable defects corrected, helps develop 
favorable group attitude. 

According Dr. Wilson, there are two points requiring 
emphasis when the teacher asked make health inspec- 
tions. One that the teacher need not touch any pupils. The 
other that the teacher should not diagnose any condition 
which she observes. She interested only determining the 
presence absence any deviation from the normal which 
indicates that the child may suffering from acute 
disease. When she finds such deviation, she excludes the 
child from school for the protection the other pupils. The 
exclusion not based the diagnosis any definite disease, 
but solely her suspicion due changes the appearance 
the child. 
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The most important duty the school nurse and the one 
greatest value the home visitation. She may educate 
parents, pupils, and teachers decrease the need first- 
aid services; and teachers can develop such skill and experi- 
ence conducting inspections that the nurse can relieved 
much this activity; but none can relieve her the 
responsibility and privilege home visitation. this work 
she acts correlator the work the school and the 
home promoting the growth and development the child. 
Regarding the status the school nurse, Dr. Wilson em- 
phasizes three important procedures which should part 
the school health program. The school nurse health 
educator, working with institution which considers health 
important objective. She specialist child health 
and such capable advising teachers and parents 
matters pertaining the physical and mental health chil- 
dren. She avoids duplication efforts, and correlates all 
activities develop strong, robust children. 

With the above the status the school nurse, the 
standing orders the school nurse regard first aid, 
classroom inspections, and home visitation may sum- 
marized follows: 

First Aid 

Consider each case referred you educational 
opportunity. 

Advise home care minor accidents which occur 
home and after school. 

Let older pupils learn first-aid treatment doing their 
own first-aid work under your supervision. 

Accept responsibility for treatment. 


Classroom Inspection 


Inspect all pupils early possible each semester. 

Educate each teacher the methods health inspec- 
tion. Plan supervise inspection which she makes. Im- 
press upon her the importance daily inspections for the 
control communicable diseases.

not touch children during classroom inspection; 
more detailed inspection needed, have the child report 
the office, examining room. 


Home Visitation 


Allow nothing encroach upon the time allotted for 
visits homes this the most valuable part the work.
